REPEALFRS TARE THEIR INNING 


Silver -Men Are Inclined to Leta 
Vote Be Taken. 


NO ONE CAN TELL WHAT WILL HAPPEN

OQas Hour May Develop Some New En- 
tanglement—The Administration 
Is Increasing the Pressure. 


Washington, October 94 -—(Special.) 
Whatever be the influence of Mr. Cleveland 
he is practically the winner now. Victory 
for the anti-repealers has been turned into 
an unexpected surrender, and the situation 
tonight is favorable to the passage of un- 
conditional ;repeal, though experience has 
demonstrated that the situation may change 
Again at agy minute. 

The scends about the senate today were 
as lively ang exciting as those of yesterday. 
When the senate met and up to the hour of 
noon, the southern senators as well as the 
western. silver senators were firm as 
during the night sessions of two weeks ago. 

Senator Harris announced to Mr. Dubois 
in the lobby that he and his southern col- 
leagues would see the universe destroyed 
before ‘they would submit to the saddling 
of this infamy upon the people. Mr. Du- 
bois replied that the silver senators of the 
west would bold out eternally if the south- 
ern democrats would stand by them. Short- 
ly after this interview, Senator Vest, Sena- 
tor Cockrell and Senator ‘Harris went into 
a committee room together. They coneult- 
ed for half an hour. When they reappear- 
ed Mr. Harris immediately sought Senator 
Dubois and informed him that he and his 
friends would abandon the fight and allow 
a vote to be taken. 

Responsibility on the Administration. 

Senator Harris and other southera demo- 
crats afterwards explained to the news- 
paper correspondents that after consulting 
they had decided that it would he best to 
allow a vote and place the responsibility 
for the passage of the unconditional repeal 
bill upon the shoulders of the administra- 
tion. They argued that it was better to do 
this than to split the party. When Senator 
Harris gave notice to Mr. Dubois the Idaho 
senator told him that ended the matter 
—the silver senators would not continue to 
filibuster. The senators who had already 
siarted «speeches would simply conclude 
them. and then submit to a vote. Senator 
Dubois said, however, that it would take 
#everal days yet to-conclude the debate, 
and as there are a number of amendments 
to be voted upon it might be a week or more 
before the final vote would be taken. 

Jones Will Soon Conclude. 

Senator Jones occupied nearly all the 
time of the senate today in concluding his 
speech begun some time ago. At + o'clock 
he announce that he was tiredhand stated 
that it was not the desire of the silver 
senators to delay matters any further, and 
he would appreciate it if the senate would 
allow him to conelude his speech tomorrow. 
Senator Faulkner addressed the presiding 
officer and replied that as it was a well un- 
derstood fact that there would be no further 
efforts to = delay, he would ask 
the senate te take a reesess until tomorow 
morning. which it did. 

Pagh Wauted to heep Up the Fight 

After adjournment Senator Pugh said the 
jig was up. “il was in favor of continuing 
the fight,” said he, “but when Senator 
Harris and others declined to continue 
longer, of course, I know it would be use- 
less. LI will, however, have something to 
say on the subject in the senate before a 
vote is taken.” 

Senatdr Pugh expects to speak tomorrow 
or the next day before the voting com- 
mences. He thinks it may be a week before 
the vote is taken. 

1 also talked with Senator Jones, of Ar- 
kansas, late this evening. He says he hard- 
ly expects a vote betore the latter part 
of next week. He says there are several 
senators who yet desire to speak and will 
do sv.. Then ne thinks there will be, per- 
haps. 500 amendments to the bill to be 
voted upon before the final vote is had on 
the Voorhees till. He thinks the present 
sindications are that the Voorhees uncondl- 
tional repeai bill will pass. But it will not 
| if be can prevent it. He. will, however, 
vot resort to any filbustering tactics. He 
believes with Senator Harris that the re- 
sponsibility sbould be placed where it be- 
longs. Mr. Cleveland has insisted upon the 
passage of this bili! and he believes that 
the responsibility should be with him. 

Something Unexpected May Happen. 

‘Tonight everybody expects unconditional 
repeal to pass and it may pass, but delay is 
possible. Though the thing seems 
detinitely fixed now,, there may 
be rn turn in affairs tomor- 
row which will create another entangle- 
meut and produce another deadlock. Evy- 
erything is smooth at one minute and the 
next winute an entangling furry is on. 

It looks, however, like action is going 
to be had very svon and that the action 
will be unconditional repeal. It would seem 
that the compromise agreed upon by thir- 
ty-eight senators on Saturday should, when 
offered as an amendinent, be adopted, but 
that agreemment has been deciared off and 
the best opinion is that not one of the 
fifty amendmenis which have been, or will 
be offered, will be able to get a majority 
of the votes of the senate. 

The pressure from the administration is 
so great that many democratic senators 
will vote against their own convictions to 
do the will of the administration. 

say Lhey Were Never for It. 

Now that the Gorman compromise has 
been sifattered and a vote on the straight 
unconditional repeal bill seems certain to 
be had, senators and adwinistration repre- 
sentatives who were deep in it, have begun 
making the usual denials as is customary 
with many public men. They are swal- 
Jowing their words without blinking an 
eye. 

May Vote for Quay’s Amendment. 

[ate to night the silver senators an- 
nounced that they will attempt to make a 
grand rally on the Quay amendment when 
the vole is taken. This amendment pro- 
vides that the purchases of silver under 
the Sherman law shall continue until the 
ist of Jenvary, 1896. If Mr. Quay was 
bh in its introduction, and if he and hi 

‘followers vote for it. the ama 
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ment can be adopted, but it is feared Quay 
may withdraw it. In that event the silver 
men will attempt to poll their big vote on 
the Faulkner amendment. It is possible 
for the silver men yet to Win on one of 
these amendments, but not sufficiently prob- 
able to bet upon. 
The Voorhees Bifl. 

There are twenty-seven amendments to 
the repeal bil] which have been introduced 
in the senate as “intended to be offered. 
lt is not generally believed that a very 
large percentage of them will be ordered. 
Upon this contingency will depend the time 
of the disposal of the bill after the voting 
is begun. Following is the full text of the 
Voorhees bill which will be substituted in 
the senate for the house bill: 

That so much of the act @pproved July 4, 
18¥0, entitled “‘An act, oe a the purchase 
of silver bullion and the of treasury 
notes thereon, and for oth@® purposes,”’ as 
directs the secretary of the Treasury to pur- 
chase from time to time silv@® bullion tu the 
uggregute amowvut of 4,500, ounces or sv 
much thereof as muy be offered In each month 
at the price thereof, not exceeding one dollar 
for three hundred and seventy@te and twenty- 
live oue-huudredths grains of Pure silver, nnd 
to issue in payment for such purchases treas- 
ury hotes of the United States, and the same 
is hereby repeated. 

And it is hereby declared to be the policy of 
the United States to continue the use of both 
gold and silver as standard money and to 
eoln both gold and silver into money of equal 
intrinsic exchangeable value, such equality to 
be secured through international agreement 
or by such safeguards of legislation as will 
lusure the maintenance of the parity in value 
of the coins of the two metals and the equal 
power of every dollar at all times in the 
markets and in the payments of debts. And it 
is hereby further declared that the efforts 
of the government should be steadily directed 
in the establishinent of such a safe system 
of bimetailism as wil! maintain at all times 
the equal power of every~ dollar coined or 
issued by the United States in the- markets 
and in the payments of debts. 

Twelve to One. 

Who will be surveyor of the port of At- 
lanta is a question agitating the minds of 
% - . 
Georgians here now. Eleven Georgia rep- 
resentatives and Senator Colquitt have en- 
dorsed Mr. Northen. Senator Gordon has 
endorsed another. 

Will the president turn down Senator 
Gordon and recognize the twelve other rep- 
reseniutives of Georgia here, or will he turn 
down the twelve representatives in favor 
of the thirteenth?

It is not so much the importance of the 
office as it is the question of whether the 
majority of the delegation shall rule.

Cleveland announced today that he was in 
favor of the majority rule. The Georgia 
delegation will now test it. I asked Sen- 
ator Gordon today if he expected to with- 
draw his opposition to Mr. Northen. He 
answered emphatically, “No; that he never 
vould.” It is understood that Mr. Hoke 
Smith is aiding Senator Gordon in his con- 
test against Mr. Northen, though he is not 
openly in ife fight.

IN THE HOUSE. 
Bryan, of Nebraska, Opposes the Bankrupicy 
Bill as Favoring the Creditor Classes. 

Washington, October 24.-—After some trivial 
routine business, Mr. Mallory called up and 
the house passed a bill to amend the revis- 
ei] statutes, so as to include engineers and as. 
sistent engineers in the list of officers of the 
United States vessels required by existing 
laws to be citizens of this country. The 
amendment was made necessary by a decision 
rendered when the Atlantic liners Paris and 
New York were admitted to the American reg- 
ister. : 

A bill was also passed for the removal of 
the Morris island life saving station from 
Charleston, 8. C,, to Sullivan's island. after 
which the debate on the bankruptcy bill was 
resumed, 

Mr. Denson, of Alabama, took the floor fn 
opposition to the measure. He described at 
length the depression of the debtor class 
Which he aseribed largely to the demonetiza- 
tion of silver. 

The debate grew heated. ‘Now, that you 
have demonetized silver," he said, “you pro- 
pose to inangurate the crucial performance of 
the auctioneer hammer to complete the work 
that has been going on." 

Mr. Patterson, of Tennessee, broke in to 
deny some statements of Mr. Denson and the 
altercation grew lively, drawing in Messrs. 
Biand and Bryan, of Nebraska. Mr. Patter- 
son objected to the statement that the adminis- 
tration ought to eliminate silver from circula- 
tiou. Mr. Denson insisted that such was the 
purpose of the repeal bill and Mr. Bland af- 
Hrmed that if the Wilson bill passed, the sil- 
ver in our circulation would have to be re. 
deemed in gold, as greenbacks were. It would 
mare a Sstaudard money ab®lutely demone-. 
tized, 

Mr. Denson declared that the Wilson Dill 
Was a rescript of the Sherman bill, introduced 
in the last congress. “Yon,’’ ne shouted, 
looking around at his colleagues, “You call 


yourselves democrats, and yet you are Voting, 


for a rescript of a republican measure, ex- 
cept that the Sherman repeal bill was infinite. 
ly better than this. 

Mr. Bryan asked Mr. Patterson if he would 
vote for the complete repeal of the Sherman 
aet, ag demanded by the Chicago platform, 
instead of the repeal of only the purcbasing 
ciduse. } 

All these questions caused Mr. Patterson 
to explain at jength the position of the admin. 
istration democrats. ‘The issue was between 
& guid and silver standard. If the purchase 
law was continued the treasury reserve would 
be broken down and the coultry would be 
piaced on a silver standard. 

Mr. Matierson’s explanation brought from 
Mr. Bland the declaration that he (’attersen) 
had admitted everything that be (Bland) bad 
charged. 

After this diversion Mr. Denson resumed his 
argument against the bankruptcy bill. 

Mr. Dalzeil, of Pennsylvania, supported the 
bill. The bill might be defective, but it could 
be amended. It could be tried, and after a 
fay years perfected. 

Mr. Ray, of New York, opposed the bill. 
He said he was in favor of some system of 
bankruptcy, but this bill had some features 
which he had to disagree with. 

Mr. Bryan closed the debate for the day in a 
vigorous speech in opposition to the measure. 
This bill was not drawn in the interest of the 
debtor class. It comes trom the Wholesaler 
Who deires a better method of collecting his 
debts. Under the state laws a man who at- 
tacked the credit of a debtor was liable for 
damages. But this bill would place every 
debtor at the mercy of a creditor, whether ho 
Was insolvent or not. The news that had 
reached us today from the other end of the 
capitol of the probable passage of the repeul 
bili and the establishment of the gold stand. 
ard in this country, will necessitate some law 
to relieve theggebtor of his debts, Wut it 
ought to pro voluntary bankrupts. ‘There 
wiil be en Biuntary bankrupts when the 
Voorhees opera - on.

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HOW THEY TAKE IT 


Many Senators Decline to Talk About 
the Situation. 


SILVER MEN TAKE IT GRACEFULLY 


Populists, of Course, Claim That It 
Will Help Them. 


IT IS NOT THEIR FUNERAL, THOUGH 


Silver Will Drop, and the Mines Wil 
Have to Shut Down, the West- 
erners State. 


Wshingion, Obtober 24.—Several mem- 
bers of the cabinet were seen 
tonight by a representative of The Associated 
Press in regard to the silver situation, but 
refused to discuss the matter, saying that they 
preferred not to be quoted. 
on both sides of the question were also inter- 
viewed and expressed themselves as follows: 

Senator Palmer, democrat, of Llinois: “A 
vote will probably be reached oun the repeal 
bill this week, at any rate no later than next 
week. A vote will be taken as soon as the 
speeches, which are pow in progress are cou- 
ciunded. Senators Teiler, Stewart and Jones 
have speeches on hand which were commenced 
sole weeks ago, and I undersiaud ibat when 
these senators have finished no further at- 
tempt wiil be made on the part o% the oppo- 
nents of repeal to filibuster. I think a vote 
will be had not later than next week.” 

Senator Platt, republican, of Connecticut: 
“A vote will probably be reached this week or 
early next week. 1am not thoroughly posted 
on the present situation in the senate, as it 
has been necessary for me to absent myself 
from the senate chamber coffsiderably during 
the past week on account of the serious ill- 
ness of Mrs. Platt.’ 

Senator Cockrell, democrat, of Missou®i: ‘It 
is impossibie to tell. There are many amend. 
ments which will be proposed, the discussion 
of which will consume time. There is no 
doubt in my mind, however, that a vote will 
be reached next week.’”’ 

Senator ‘Harris, democrat, of Tennessee, the 
leading silver democrat on ‘the fivance com- 
mittee: “1 am all at sea, but beileve that 
the end of the fight is near. I wilt not be 
a party to obstructive tactics. 1 am anxious 
for a vote on the amendments, and wouid 
take it today if possibie. Then, when they 
ure out of the way, I want to see the vote 
taken on the bill itself as soon as possibee.’ 

Should Get an Early Vote. 

My. ‘Aldrich, republican, of Rhode Isiand: 
“Tc jooks as if the senate woud come to a 
vote within a very short time. The repub.i- 
cans whl be found where they stood at the 
outset; ready and aviliing to voie for the bt!.|, 
as reported to the senate by Mr. Voorhees.” 

Mr. Dubois, republican, of Idaho, one of the 
lenders of repeal: “The siiver democrats 
haviug seen fir to abandon the fight, I hard- 
ly think the silver repubiieans wili feel just.- 
ficd in resorting to obstructive methods. They 
wii probaliy imsist that debate shal be con- 
tinued until atl have ‘Spoken who so desire. 
Aiso that there shall be a fui] debate on [he 
Farious amendments.”” _ 

E:x-Congressman LBartine, of Nevada, has 
been in ‘Washington during the siiver fight. 
He has to a certain extent represented the in- 
terest of the west and has made the best fight 
he could in his postition against unconditiona, 
repeal. Speaking of the situation tonight ne 
said there was now no hope fur siiver. 

“While there was a thread upon which we 
could hold to, we had hopes that there might, 
at sume time, be a congress, or a president 
and a congress, that would do something for 
siiver. I do not how that possible. 
It will be a long time before we have a con. 
cress that is as favorable as that when the 
Bland law was passed, I expect to see silve! 
go to 40 cents an ounce. There is only one 
thing to prevent it, and it is the shutting dowi 
of all the big silver mines. That result will 
follow in my state, At the same time, &think 
unconditional repeal is much better than the 
compromise which was proposed, because with 
that we would have little opportunity to go 
before the people with any hope of winning a 
victory. Now we will make such strides toward 
it in the next election that such an unfavor- 
able executive as President Cleveland will be 
compelled to do something for silver.”’ 

How Allen Takes It. 

Senator Allen talked about the effect in the 
west. In Nebraska, be said, ij Meant a popu- 
list vietory and that Senator Manderson would 
be succeeded by a third party man. 

It was supposed that Mr. Bryan was ready 

to go into the populist party and make the 
fight against Manderson. Mr. Bryan himself 
that he thinks that the action of the 
senate, or rather of congress, in passing un- 
eonditional repeal would strengthen the silver 
democrats. He would not say what he would 
do, but mentioned the fact that Mr. Bland 
had warned’ the eastern democrats that they 
had reached the “‘parting of the ways’’ and he 
would see how they would part. 
Senator Allen says he does not see how there 
can be a sivver democratic party in the west, 
aml intimates they wili all come over to the 
popuiists. He thinks that it has been govod 
politics for the popuiists, but he was wilting 
to fight as long as there was any show, be- 
cause he had begun with the silver men and 
was Willing to stand by them to the end. 

The siiver men all say very frankly thai 
they prefer unconditional repeal to any such 
compromise as Was agreed on among the 
democrats last Saturday. They have ail 
wong claimed that a compromise that dd not 
continue the use of silver until! 1IS96 was 
worse than nothing. They feared that the 
proposed compromise (would, if passed, work 
in the interests of their opponents, no mat- 
ter what changes woul occur, 

Senator Pettigrew, of South 
the siruation in this way: “If they shouid 
pass that compromise and good times shoutd 
immediatety foliow it will be pointed out by 
our opponents that if was due to the fact that 
we were going to step the purchase of silver 
If times became no better, it wou.d be charged 
that it was because there twas no immediate 
repeal. The compromise ‘was a shrewd po- 
litical move by Senator Gorman, who hoped 
to keep the democratic party united and noi 
have repeal into effect eariv ene uash

SENATE ROUTINE. 


Mr. Jones Discusses the Dollars of the People 
and Those of the Goldbugs. 
October 24.—-While the recess 
of the senate expired ai 10:50 o'clock this 
morning, it was fifteen minutes later before 
any bus.ness Was transacted, as the last sena- 
ator necessary to make a quorum did not ap- 
pear until 10:45 o'clock a. m, 

After some routine busioess, Mr. Stewart 
resumed his speech against the repeal bill, 
He said that he bad found that where the 
Slavery ag.tat.on Was mosi violent, the human 
intelleet was most active, and that in Kansas 
and Missouri there was a much higher aver- 
age of intelligence and a_ broader grasp of 
public questions than ia any other part of the 
counLIy. 

With this preface, Mr. 
from a gentleman in Missouri 
side of the silver quest.on. 

Mr. Stewart then direcied himself to what 
he called the charges that those who opposed 
the pending bill were thwarting the will of 
the majority. This he denied. Who were the 
fiilibusters? he asked. The administration 
had fiilibustered for twenty-five years against 
legislation allowing the will of the majority to 
be expressed.

Was lost, 

The senate bill authorizing the Chattanooga 
Western Railroad Company to construct a 
bridge across the Tennessee river’near Chat- 
Ltonvoza Was taken from the calendar, and af- 
ter umendinent was passed, 

The Dollar the Peeple Want. 

Mr. Stewart then resumed his speech and 
at 12:50 o’ciock, without concluding his speech, 
yielded the floor and Mr. Jones, of Nevada, 
resumed his argument against the bill. He 
said be des.red a dollar taat kept at a parity 
“ith a pound of cottom or a bushel of wheat 
aud not a metal that waS constantly increas- 
ing iu Value. A dollar which increased in 
value made the rich richer and the poor 
poorer, whereas if the dollar decreased in 
value the sLghtest bit there would be a day 
of jubilee to the over-burdened debtor. 

Mr. McPherson, of New Jersey, thought if 
guvld had appreciated iiterest wou.d have gome 
up and labor have gore down, Whereas in 
the past ten or fifteém years United States 
bonds had gone down from 5 to 2 per cent, 
while labor had gone up in irregular increas- 
img ratios. Jf goid had gone up, as was 4al- 
leged, Mr. McPherson @Xpressed his inability 
to understand how a @0@mtry on a gold basis 
could stand those condit.ons. 

Mr. Jones replied that he had shown to the 
Satisfaction of every Man who. listened to 
him that one of the highest proofs of am in- 
crease in the value of Money of any kind, 
espec.ally in a new amd unfinished country, 
wis a decline in the Pates of interest. If 
money Was increas og WM purchasing power in 
.ts command over land gad over the produe- 
tion of labor everywher@, and if prices were 
falling, who wanted to enter into any busi- 
ness? When money was increasing in value 
and prices were falling; money congested in 
the centers, when there Was no demand for it 
in real legitimate busime#s enterprise. The re- 
sult Was a tremendous eontest and competition 
to get hold of gilt-edge Securities. 

And the Workingwan W ould Be Glad. 

Discussing the relative merits of national 
amd internat.onal money, Mr. Jones asserted 
that with the latter there*would be constant 
oscillation between adversity and prosperity. 
According as money Was sent abroad and was 
rece:ved from abroad, there would be contrac- 
tion or inflation. All fat evil would be 
avoided by a money purely automatic and na- 
tional, which would not le sent out of the 
country. He denied. the truth of the state- 
ment that the free coinage of silver would 
place the United States on a bas's with Mex- 
ico and India. It was the standard of blood 
and not the standard of money that made a 
difference, not only between this country and 
Wéxico and India, but between this country 
and all other countries on the face of the 
earth. It had been said that the silver dollar 
would find its way immediately to the pockets 
of the laboring men. He would be glad if it 
did. Certainiy the gold dollar never did. It 
found its way into Wall street. The laborer 
had made no such objeetion to the silver dol- 
mir aud ro petition had come from the labor- 
ing classes asking the répeal of the silver act 
of 1800. 

No Wish to Delay. 

Mr. Jones expressed his regret that the pub- 

‘ press sbou!d be so intolerant of, those who 
were attempting to do thew duty as they saw 
fit, and that attempts siijg d have been made 
by influenee outside of. tie senate to raitroad 
legislation. through the senate. Without at- 
tempting to eriticize any one »*who favored re- 
peal, he had never heard one of them give a 
reason why they wanted the purchasing clause 
repeaied. 

Mr. Jones, at 4 o'clock, said there Was no 
desire among those on fis side of the question 
to consume time unmecessarily, but as he 
was tired he would yield the floor and aliow 
his colleague, Mr. Stewart, to resume his 
speech, and he would ask the indulgence of 
the senate to proceed at some other time. 

Mr. Faulkner, being satisfied that the re- 
marks of Mr. Jones correctly state the posi- 
tion of the opponents of the bill, moved that 
the senate take a until 11 to- 
morrow morning. 

The mot.on was agreed to. 


COMPLAINT OF THE CHINESE.

Two of the Celestials Test Their Case in the 
Courts..s 

Washington, October 24.—In reply to a 
complaint of the Chinese minister in Wash- 
ington, Mr. Yang Yu, the state department 
has made representations which indicate 
that the United States will not accept con- 
sular certificates conclusive evidence 
that the Chinese subjects presenting them 
are merchants or artists and, therefore, en- 
titled to admission to this country. Recent- 
ly in New York, at the instance of Chinese 
Inspector Scharf. two Chinese who present- 
ed certificates from the consul at tlavana 
that they were actors and not amenable 
to the restriction imposed on laborers under 
the law, were vefused «a landing. 

luspector Scharf insisted that the men 
were laborers and their certitieates fraud- 
ulent.

HAS 10 WORK FOR HER LIVING. 


The Pastor and Some of the Good 
Brothers Think It Unchristian. 


HER CHURCH TURNED HER OUT 


Now the Question Is to Come Up Before 
the Synod—Male Members Workon 
the Lord’s Day. 


Columbia, S. C., October ~4.—(Special.j— 
The synod of South Carolina will have a 
question to decide at its coming meeting 
at Clinton on the 3lst instant that the 
Whole. church, not only in South Caro- 
lina, but throughout the country jis inter- 
ested in. The question at issue is. what 
shall be the attitude of the church in ref- 
erence to Sunday observance ? 

On the 23d of last March Miss’ M. Sadie 
Means was suspended from the communion 
of the Second Presbyterian church of Coi- 
unbia, because us an employe of the tele- 
phone exchange she had to work several 
hours on Sunday. 

The session of ‘the church, under the di- 
rection of the pastor, Rev. G. A. Black- 
burn, called upon her to give up her posi- 
tion, but this she refused to do. She was 
tried by the session, and on her own ad- 
mission that she worked on Sunday and 
refused to quit such work, Wis eX- 
communicated. 

It was absolutely necessary for her to 
work on, Sunday to gain «a livelihood. and 
to most people in Columbia that seemed 
a sufficient reason why she should not give 
up her place. 

At the meeting of the session Mr. T. A. 
McCreery, an elder, offered to give Miss 
Means a position in his store at the same 
salary provided she would give up her 
position in the telephone exchange. She 
reiused the offer as well as another one 
unde by the pastor that he would pay her 
tuition to learn stenograuphy and typewrit- 
ing.

ihe Church Did Not Excuse Her. 

Miss Means appealed from the decision 
of the session alleging, among other things, 
that noe formal notice of any charge had 
ever been properly served upon her and 
that there had been other irregularities 
during the trial. It was also alleged that 
there were other members of the church 
Who were similarly engaged in work on 
Sunday and that nothing had been done 
by the session in the matter. The whole 
question came up before the presbytery last 
spring. and the session was sustained. Mr. 
Blackburn conducted the prosecution pe- 
fore the presbytery, maintaining that the 
fourth commandment positively pro- 
hibited any work on the Surb- 
buth except works of necessity aud 
mercy, and that Miss Means’s work did not 
come under that head as she had been of- 
fered other employment. 

Professor Flynn, of the South Carolina 
college, defended Miss Means and contend- 
ed that the action of the SCSSION Was not 
legal in several particulars, especially in 
not carrying out the forms laid down by the 
church law, that Miss Means had asked 
for a letter of dismissal from the church 
Which should have been given her (though 
it was not), He argued that Miss Means’s 
work was not any more a sin than such 
paid work of professional men and servants 
universally recognized as lawful on Sunday. 
He commented on the session allowing six 
members to work on Sunday not only as par 
tiality but as a case of governing the church 
by human rule instead of divine laws. When 
the roll was called the vote was twenty 
to sustain and six not to sustain: two to 
sustain: two excused. Thus the sentence 
was confirmed, 

After the vote Mr. Blackburn explained 
to the presbytery the principle on which the 
session allowed several of its members to 
work on Sunday. It was substantially as 
follows: : 

Other Members Work on Sunday. 

When (Mr. 
came of the church he 
had imperfect notions on the  Sab- 
bath, but that, after careful study. his 
views had ehanged, and he began a work 
of reform in the church. Ile, in the ses- 
sion, at last reached the conelusion. that 
henceforth no one should be received inte 
the church that worked on Sunday, and that 
any church member who thereafter should 
engage in Sunday work should be diseip- 
lined.

THE SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


Some Important Respects in Which It 
Should Be Perfected. 


THE SCHOOL COMMISSIONER TALKS 


The State’s Honor Demands That Justice 
Be Done the Teachers—Norma! Edu- 
cation and Teachers’ Institutes. 


ee ee ee ee ee 


“I consider the- department of educa- 
tion one of the most important branches of 
the state government. It is unquestionably 
that, and there is no branch that gets 
closer to the people than this.” 

Captain Bradwell, state school commis- 
sioner, had just finished reading the proof 
on his report to the governor, He prefaced 
his reply my question as to the 
of the school system with the remark just 
qi loted., 

“The school system embraces SOO 
cials, over 9,000 teachers and 605.000 chil- 
dren. To look after the interests of all 
these is a matter of no little moment. The 
work is one that comes into the homes of 
the people, and everybody in the state is 
directly or indirectly. interested ip it. The 
state is pledged to education, ihe system is 
based on a tax property und on man- 
hood. The state claims the right to educate 
the children that they may made 
citizens, and under the constitution this ed- 
neation limited to elementary English 
branches. I say this simply to give some 
ink dication of the work of this department. 

‘To my mind, the most important legisla- 
tion that can come before the legislature 
that looking to a redemption of our 
pledges to our teachers,” continued Captain 
sradwell. jy that I mean the prompt 
payment of teachers. To my mind there is 
nothing more important to the su of 
the whole system than that the 10,000 
teachers shall at least on the last day of 
the quarter receive the money due them for 
their services. This an act of justice 
that ought not be postposed. It is merely 
justice, and to my mind, the honor of the 
state is at stake in this matter.” 

“How long do they have to wait now?” 

“Six, eight, ten and in some instances 
as long as fifteen months. The teachers 
are the only ofticers or employes of the 
state who are treated in this way, and 
there is po class that can less afford to be 
so treated.”’ 

“Where does the responsibility for this 
delay belong?’ I asked. 

“It is a part of the present system, trace- 
able back to the Bullock administration, 
when some of the money of the schoo] fund 
was diverted from its proper channel and 
ever since then the state has been bebind in 
paying its teachers. The money that goes to 
schools does not come into the state treas- 
ury but remains in the counties to be col- 
lected from the taxes paid in the fall. 
There is no chance for a teacher to re- 
ceive his or her money inside of six months; 
then often it work in effecting a 
settlement—the tax collectors have trouble 
in getting the money and in the counties 
that collect less money than they get from 
the school fund there is always much delay 
in securing settlement —this is the necessary 
order of things. Money arising from special] 
taxes that propefly belongs to the school 
fond used to defray expenses of other 
branches of the government.” 

“How would you bring about the change 
you desire?” 

“In the first place, every dollar of the 
school fund ought to be paid directly into 
the treasury, then kept as a separate furd 
subject to the order of the educational 
authorities, acting with the governor. That 
one of the most important features of 
the proposed reform of the present 
order of things. Then we must have 
about $360,000. to for salaries at the 
end of the first quarter; after that specific 
and direct taxes will come in to pay the 
expenses of the second, third and last quar- 
ters. This $360,000 would put the system 
on its feet, as it were, and after that quar- 
terly payment could be maintained. The 
present system of having the tax collec- 
tors turn over the school money to the 
county authorities has very many objec- 
tions. Take for instance, the matter of poll 
tax which goes to the school fund. Ont 
of over 400,000 voters, I got last year only 
$209,000 in poll tax. This tax is a state 
tax and should be paid into the state treas- 
ury, but under our school system it is treat- 
ed as a county tax. 

“I will give you a brief outline. The sys- 
tem is very imperfect as it stands, and dves 
a grave injustice to the people who can 
least afford to have to submit to it. I trust 
there will be no delay in righting this wrong 
and I have faith in the wisdom of the leg- 
islature to do justice to these people. 

As to Teacher Training. 

“Another need of our system second only 
to that I mention, is the establishment of 
a normal school. I shall recommend 
thorough equipment of the normal 
at Athens. (ood teachers make good schol- 
ars and the state should do all in its power 
to help educate the children. (seorgi: 
the only state in the union, except little 
Delaware, that has no normal school. It 
is a great defect in our system. We should 
be able to train our Georgia boys and girls 
in the profession of teaching and when we 
do the returns to the state through jnereas- 
ed efhiciency of the school will be ten, twen- 
ty, fifty fold. 

“On the same line with this is the edn- 
cation of the teachers already created. 
Having failed in the past to give the boys 
and girls the heer Fg of normal training. 
We ought now to give those who have be- 
come teachers every opportunity to perfect 
themselves. This we can do by extending 
the institute work. As it is the institutes 
cost but $25 per county. I would like to 
have the idea broadened, having the insti- 
tutes congressional in their scope—that is, 
one in each eongressional district. Me spe- 
cially am | anxious to enlarge this institute 
work us I see some prospects of continuing 
the benefits received from the fund.”’ 

As tothe General Sy«tem. 

Commissioner Bradwell thinks the schoo! 
system could be simplified to advantage 
It cumbersome in some respects, he 
thinks, Ile would like to see three members 
of the county board instead of five, but he 
would like to see those three paid for their 
work. This will make the members more 
interested in their work, whereas now they 
are likely to be desultory in if. 

During the year, Commissioner Bradwell 
has traveled over 10,000 miles in visiting 
schools, this at the small cost to the state 
of S114. He believes in personal visits to 
the schools, as they get up a better senti- 
ment, encourage the people, the children 
und the teachers. 

The Necessity for Money. 

Of course it takes money to run 
schools. 

“The state has got beyond the million 
mark,” says Captain Bradwell, “and we 
sincerely hope there will never be a retro- 
gradation. There will be a deficit of S90.- 
QOO for next year as compared with this, 
which is due to the falling off in tax re- 
turns, whereas the legislature in making 
appropriations figured on an _— jncrease. 
There ought to be no trouble in securing 
the money for the schools. The people 
of (reorgia pav only 1.4 mills for school 
purposes; a tax of mills would not be 
felt, and yet it would give us enough money 
to give six months’ se chools absolutely free 
to all the children of Georgia. Mississippi, 
our eg neighbor, pays 7.6 mills ayd pays 
besides $2 poll tax to our $1, an@ every 
staté pays more than Georgia. Crtainly 
it is not too much to ask the peopl to pay 

~ muls for school purposes.”

Clayton's Best Citizens Denounce the 
Saturday Night Affair. 


STRONG RESOLUTIONS WERE ADOPTED 


Representative Men Pledges Themselves 
to Aid in Running Down Ben- 
nett’s Murderers, 


Jonesboro, Ga., October 24.—(Special.)— 
In mass meeting assembled, the law-abiding 
people of Clayton county have expressed 
their indignation at the lawless occurrence 
of last Saturday night, when a prisoner 
was forcibly taken from an officer of the 
law and lynched by an excited, blood- 
thirsty mob. 

The meeting was held in the courthouse 
yesterday and was ‘attended by a large 
number of the wost prominent citizens 
of the county. Organization was made by 
placing Judge W. L. Watterson in the 
chair and electing Colonel George D. Stew- 
art as secretary. 

Culpepper explained the purpose 
of the meeting, and was foilowed by strong 
speeches in denunciation of this recent 
outrage by the following gentlemen, who 
represent the best and most law-abiding 
element of Clayton’s people, Rey.

slalock, Colonel W. M. Wright, Judge 

Watterson and Colonel J. M. Mundy. ‘the 
speeches evinced a unanimous sentiment of 
strong condemnation, and each speaker 
pledged all possible aid to the apprehension 
and punishment of the perpetrators of 
this outrage. 

The following preamble and resolutions 
were passed by the mecting: 

Whereas, we, the people of Clayton county, 
in mass meeting assembled to consider aid 
give expression tou what we know to be the 
sentiments of the law-abiding people of our 
county upon the distressing circumstance of 
the appearance of iyuch law in our midst, 

And, Whereas, a citizen of this county was 
deprived of his life by a lawless and violent

It will 
then be for the states, in their wisdom, to 
authorize or not to authorize state 
banks to issue notes. The Wisdom 
of the States in the past was always 
equal to the regulation of their banks and to 
the protection of the folders of the notes of 
those banks. It is not likely that the states 
Will be unequal to the same task now. The 
federal legislation, which deprived the states 
of this function, if justified at the time of 
its enactment, is at this period of our history 
an unwarranted repression of state action 
and therefore tyranny insiead of just govern- 
Ineat. 

The situation is very clearly described 
in these well-condensed sentences. The 
tax on state bank issues was not imposed 
for revenue purposes but to suppress a 
very important function of the state gov- 
ernments, and for that reason many of 
our ablest statesmen and lawyers have 
pronounced it unconstitutional. The re- 
peal of the tax would not force the states 
to charter state banks. If they are not 
needed in New England, that — section 
would not be obliged to establish them. 
In the sparsely populated states of the 
south and west, however, the  peo- 
ple need a financial system that will al- 
low them to use their own credit as the 
basis of a local currency Mainly intended 
for home cireulation, and there is no good 
reason why they should not be allowed 
this privilege. They had it for eighty 
years or more, and the notes of their 
regularly chartered Danks were as good 
as specie. 

We must revive the state banking sys- 
tem, strengthen it with prudent regula- 
tions, and make it provide the expansive 
currency so much needed in the agricul- 
tural regions which are now dependent 
upon eastern financial centers for money 
to move their crops.

Silver in Indla. 


The experiment of closing the mints 
of India to the free coinage of silver 
doesn’t seem to be working as well as 
the government expected. In our dis- 
patches yesterday there was a synopsis 
of a telegram to The London Times from 
Caleutta. This ‘telegram says that mon- 
ey is daily becoming scarcer. A gole

The dispatch does not tell the whole 
story. It is merely a fragment, and our 
readers will not be able io understand 
it unless the situation is more fully ex- 
plained. 

Those who have kept up with the cur- 
reney discussion must have been struck 
by the fact that since the closing of the 
Indian mints to free coinage there has 
been an increased demand for silver Dul- 
lion for export to the cast, the most of it 
going to India. It is now known that 
as soon as the Indian mints were closed, 
the native bankers, who do business in 
little booths, began to trade in ingots of 
silver. They could no longer carry their 
silver to the mints to ‘have it coined, or 
dispose of it to the British and European 
merchants except at the undervaluation 
fixed by the government, so they used it

increasing, and there is a constantly in- 
creasing demand in India for silver bul- 
lion.

A Plain Talk.

Justin Mor- 
rill, the dean in point of years if not of ser- 
vice, was born in Strafford Vt., in 1810. He 
is eighty-three years old. John M. Paimer, 
of Illinois, who was teaching school in that 
state twenty years before gold was discovered 
in California, is seventy-six. Senator Pugh, 
of Alabama, is seventy-three, and Senator 
Isham Harris, who was governor of Tennes- 
see in 1857 and fought on the confederate 
side in the war, is seventy-five. Senator Hun- 
ton, of Virginia, is seventy-one, and sv, 
nearly, is John Sherman, who was born in 
Lancaster, O., in May, 1823. We prestiled over 
Noa 2 national republican convention and 
becan 4 senator thirty-two years 
Senator *h7gan, of Alabama, is sixty-nine. 
Senator Teller,“@f Colorado, is sixty-three, 
Senator Hawley, Wf Connecticut, is sixty- 
seven, and his colgague, Orville Platt, is 
sixty-five. The two «mvgia senators are 
both old-timers. Colquitt, & brigadier in the 
southern army, is sixty-nine. Gordon, a 
major general in the same service, iS sixty- 
one. Voorhees, of Indiana. is sixty-six. Alllf- 
son, of Iowa, is sixty-four: his co}league, 
Wilson, is sixty-five. Peffer, of Kansas.) is 
sixty-two, but his long whiskers exaggerate 
b.s years. Cullom, of Dlinois, is sixty-five: 
Frye, of Maine, is sixty-two: George Frisbie 
Hoar, of Massachusetts, is ‘sixty-seven. He 
went to congress for the first time in 1869. 
Stockbridge, of Michigan, is sixty-seven: 
Washburn, of Minneéseta, ‘3 sixtv-two; 
George, of Mississippi, ‘s sixty-seven, and 
Senator Walthall, his colleague, is sixty-two. 
Vest, of Missouri, is sixty-three: Jones, of 
Nevada, is sixty-three, and Stewart. bis col- 
league, iS sixty-six. McPherson, of New 
Jersey, is sixty-one: Vance. of North Carolina, 
is s.xty-three, and Ransom, his colleague. is 
sixty-seven. Bate, of sixty- 
two; Roger Quarles Mills, of Texas. Sixty-one; 
his Richard. Coke, is sixty-four. 
Proctor, of Vermont, is sixty-two, and Cam- 
den, of West Virginia, is sixty-five. 

These senators constitute the working force 
of the senate, though seme of the younger 
men, Hill, Woleott, Lodge, Dubois, White. of 
Louisiana, and Vilas have had a good deal 
to say and seem likely to have a good deal 
to do with the shaping of future legislation. 
Hill was tifty in August. Woleott is forty-five, 
Lodge is forty-three, Dubois is forty-two, 
White is thirty-three, Vilas is forty-three. 
In a less conservative body than the United 
States the younger men, though con- 
stituting but a fraction of its memb: rship, 
would probably have more of a show. As it 
is, the proceedings are largely hemmed 
about with rules and unwritten but unvarving 
and long familiarity with these gives 
the old senators opportunities for eentrolling 
leg.siation. The average age of members of 
the present United States senate is. tifty- 
pine.

«O'Clock This Morning. 


MANY MEMBERS ARE ON HAND 


Tne Probable Work of the Session Out- 
lined-Some of the Members Talk, 
Scenes in Hotel Corridors.

At 10 o'clock this morning the Georgia 

senate and Georgia house of representa- 
‘tives will be called to order, aud the second 
fifty-day session of the present legislature 
wil] begin. 
* When the gavels fail, almost every mein- 
ber of the senfite and house will be present, 
und the indications are that but little time 
will be lost in getting down to business. 

One of the first acts will be the appoint- 
ment of the usual committee to notify the 
governor of the fact that the general as- 
sembly is in session, which will be followed 
by the reception and reading of the wes- 
sage frou the governor. 

This message will be an interesting 
Govertior Northen has said it will not be 
long; but it is certain to be interesting, fut 
there ure-several live topics upon which he 
will touch. 

Hie will recommend legislation on state 
banks, basing h.a recommendation on the 
promise—as he puts it the party that 
the 10 per cent tax on state banks of issuc 
will be removed by CONZress. 

He will recommend immediate action on 
the state board of health question. 

The necessity of providing for the quar- 
terly payment of teachers will be empha- 
sized us a matter of simple justice. 

He will suggest to the legislature that 
something should be done toward the es- 
tablishment of a normal school, and ac- 
companying this recommendation will be a 
map showing that of all the states in the 
union, Georgia alone possesses ho hormal 
school. 

The necessity of a reformatory for juve- 
nile criminals will be clearly presented. 

These are some of the features of the 
message, which is not public property until 
sent in to the legislature. It contains much 
that is interesting concerning the affairs 
ef the state and will, of course, be closely 
listened to.

ln that batch are several bills which touch 
the vital interests of the people. A strong 
fight will be made to graft the Australian 
Imiliot system upon the policy of the state, 
and the indications are that there Will be 
inportant legislation on the Insurance ques- 
tion. A broader policy Will be sought tu 
be inaugurated looking to a widening of the 
heid of competition. At the same time the 
fullest protection will be given the people. 
1 believe it possible to frame a bill reviv- 
ing the tax equalizing boards, that will 
commend itself to the general assembly 
aud prove acceptable tu the people of the 
state. It should be constantly borne in 
mint that the primary object of a tax 
equalizing law is to reach hideuge property 
aid make it share the burdens of the gov- 
ernment. No body of cur people should be 
more heartily in favor of a liberal tax equal- 
ization act than the agriculturalist and the 
toilers of the state generally. What these 
good people have is in sight and cannot 
evade the tax gatherer. ‘There are classes 
of property which do not always contribute 
to the support of the government. That is 
hideage property. 

“It is quite certain that the legislature 
Will pass an act providing for state banks 
of issue in anticipation of the repeal of the 
10 per cent tax levied by the general gov- 
ernment. The bill which I introduced last 
session is ready for a third reading, but I 
shall not press it the tirst days of the ses- 
sion. I am willing to wait awhile and get 
the best thought available on this import- 
ant subject. A bill, almost word for word 
for mine, was passed by the Tennessee leg- 
islature last winter so that State is ready to 
resume the work of state banks upon the 
repeal of the 10 per cent tax. 

“The préposition to create a comimissien 
of three, whose duty it shall be to eare- 
fully revise the criminal laws of this state, 
should be agreed to. In the legislature of 
ISYO and IS01, Mr. Williams, of Richmond, 
introduced’ resolutions on this line. Mr. 
King. of Fulton, now has the matter in 
hand and will sueceed.”

A VERITABLE HOODOO.

As Officer Abbott 
Was going home yesterday he thought to 
attach tue strand to his wateh guard for 
safe keeping, and in so doing dropped the 
Watch and broke it badiv that it is 
doubtful if it will ever run again. He put 
the bit of plow line in his. pocket and in- 
side of two hours barked his shin on a chair, 
got a cinder in ais cye, spilt a bottle of 
ink on his pants and had a counterfeit dol- 
lar passed on him. He then threw the 
hoodoo on the back of a negro who was 
splitting wood in the yard and before the 
man struck a dozen more blows he cut his 
little toe off. 

The reporter's first misadventure was to 
break a pair of eyeglasses he prized highIr, 
and a little while later he tore up a lot of 
“copy by mistake and had to write it all 
over again.

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WOMAN'S NEW WORK 


An Association Organized for the Sake 
of Her Protection. 


'T HAS A STRONG | MEMBERSHIP 


Headquerters in the Chamberlin & John- 
son Building—Atlanta Sbould Have 
a Care for Her W omen.

A new organization has been started in 
Atianta and one that is sure to meet with 
the hearty approval of every one who gives 
it a moment's consideration. 

It is called the Woman's Co-operative 
Ulub, and has an active membership of 100, 
selected from the Christian women of this 
city. 

The object of this. new organization. 
which is destined to become an influential 
factor in Atlanta’s growth, is to crystallize 
the interest that is entertained in behalf 
of those women who are forced to work in 
prder to obtain a livelihood. The association 
peeks to obtain for them a more substantial 
recognition and to throw about them a safer 
mantle of protection. 

Need of Such an Organization. 

Atlanta is just the place for such an or- 
panization. There are, in this city, perhaps 
is many «as 500 or a 1,000 voung ladies 
ngaged in the effort of earning an honest 
living. In addition to the hardships which 
are incident to their employment, they are 
constantly beset by the snares and tempta- 
tions of the world. 

In only a few, perhaps in none, of the 
larger establishments of the city. where 
quite a number of ladies ure employed, is 
their comfort or protection a matter of the 
least responsibility. The lack of this con- 
sideration and the want of any special ef- 
fort on the part of the establishment in 
which they are employed, to throw around 
them its guardianship or care, is often ac- 
countable for many of the errors into which 
women are frequently led. 

In every large establishment a_ special 
room should be set apart for the entertain- 
ment and comfort of the females employed. 
This apartment should be tastefully fitted 
up and equipped with good reading matter 
and such other indications of the watchful 
care and solicitude of the employer as 
might show that her interests are not over- 
looked. 

nlany young ladies who are. at the pres- 
ent day, forced to seek employment on ac- 
count of a slender revenue or some unfor- 
-seen accident of fate. have been reared in 
comfortable—not a few of them in prosper- 
ous—circumstances, and are girls ot gentle 
birth. They need all of the deference which 
a tender chivalry can pay them in their al- 
tered circumstances, and when this regard 
is lacking, their labor loses first its dignity 
and then its self-respect. 

The ladies who are interested in this new 
movement will make it a point to bring this 
matter to the attention of every business 
house in Atlanta. There is tou much seunti- 
mental, and not enough practical interest 
in the welfare and ‘protection of women, 
and the object of the association is to bring 
about a reformation in the views and feel- 
ings which are entertained at the present 
day. 

lf women have to work they must be pro- 
tected, and legislation, if properly adminis- 
tered, cannot be long indifferent to this im- 
portant need. 

How It Was Started. 

The Woman’s Co-operative Club, though 
undenominational; began in one of the 
~ guilds of St. Luke’s parish. 

from a modest and unpretentious start it 
has grown into the present organization, 
and- numbers among its active members the 
influential Christian ladies of every religious 
denomination in the city. 

Much of the credit is due to Mrs. Bar- 
rett, whose ideas brought about the move- 
ment and whose zeal and energy is respon- 
sible not only for its initial, but for much 
vf its continued growth. 

Among the ladies connected with ‘the 
movement and who have given to the new 
club their Warmest sppport and co-operation 
are: Mrs. R. S. Barrett, Mrs. Ed Peters, 
Mrs. Dr. Julian Thomas, Mrs. W. ‘IT. Gen- 
try, Mrs. C. H. Wileox, Mrs. George Hin- 
man, Mrs. Huard, Mrs. George Traylor, Mrs. 
J. LH. Winder, Mrs. Captain Tyler, Mrs. M. 
Rich, Mrs. Harry Scott, Mrs. Charles <A, 
Kiead, Mrs. Thomas Peters, Mrs. Logan, 
Mrs. Arthur Lock, and a number of others. 
all of whom are zealously interested in the 
work. 

Mnough money has been realized to keep 
the club in active operation for a year, and 
the ladies are pledged to the undertaking 
for that length of time. 

They have made up their minds to carry 
it through, and a vear's time will be sutfti- 
cient not omy to demonstrate their wis- 
dom but to crown their efforts in the cause 
of womanhood. 

What Is to Be Accomplished. 

The following prospectus which was is- 
sued a day or two ago sets out the pur- 
poses of the organization more in detail: 

“It is proposed to establish in the city of 
Atlanta a co-operative society among 
Women, to promote sympathy and mutual 
assistance, -to realize sisterhood among 
them, to meet their social and wental needs, 
to overcome their difficulties, to open op- 
portunity for self-help and generally to ad- 
vance their .interests, in the following 
Ways: 

“A suite of rooms for the use of the so- 
ciety will be procured in some central lo- 
cality, which will consist of reading room. 
lunch room and toilet rooms. which shall 
be tastefully and suitably furnished. Be- 
tween the hours of 12 and 2 o'clock each 
day, a simple luncheon, consisting of whole- 
some home-made articles, shall be served 
at the minimum cost of the food prepared. 
It has been ascertained that a luncheon 
consisting of oysters, coffee and biscuit cau 
be served at a cost of from 10 to 15 cents. 

“In connection with the lunch room will 
be a woman’s exchange, where all variety 
of work which comes up.to a certain stand- 
ard of excellence mav be left for sale. A 
specialty will be made of home-made pre- 
serves and pickles and English plum pud- 
dings. Ladies desiring to order daintily 
prepared salads and desserts may do 
through the elub. 

The reading room shal! be well supplied 
with suitable literature, magazines, etc., not 
forgetting fashion magazines. 

“As the work progresses it is proposed to 
add night classes for the higher education 
of women, who, from the exigencies of cir- 
cumstances are forced to give up their days 
to bread winning. 

“The club will be governed by a govern- 
ing committee composed of not less than 
fifteen or more than twenty-five ladies. who 
shall be appointed by the guild, the presi- 
dent of the guild being ex-ofticio chairman 
of the committee. The committee shall 
hold office for one -vear and shall consist of 
ladies selécted from the various branches of 
religious thought. 

“Any woman shall he eligible for member- 
ship who bears a good, moral character. on 
application to the president or secretary and 
on fhe payment of her membership fee. 

“The membership fee shall be $1 per an- 
num for active members or $2.50 for hon- 
orary members. 

“Any gentleman may become an honorary 
member of the club on the payment of the 
fee for honorary members.”’ 

Elegant Kooms Provided. 

Since the foregoing circular was issued, 
ealling attention to the character of the 
new organization, a beautiful suite of rooms 
has been secured on the fourth floor of 
the Chamberlin & Johnson building.

The: Gate City Guard Raises $7,000 on 
The Lot for Its New Home. 


PLANS FOR THE AUDITORIUM 


It Now Seems That It Is in Sight—The 
Company Pianning to Build It 
on a Grand Scale. 


The first step towards securiug the splen- 
did auditorium which it has been announced 
that the Gate City Guard is going to build, 
was taken yesterday when the first pay- 
ment was made on the spacious lot on 
Iexdgewood avenue upon which the building 
is to be put up. ee 

The first payment was $7,000, and a 
check for that amount was turned over to 
Secretary Bloodworth, of the Last Atlanta 
Land Company, from whom the lot Was 
bought. ‘Lhe lot is the one upon which the 
cyclorama building stood, and it bas been 
purchased entirely by the crack military 
company. 

The total cost of the lot is $14,000, and 
the terms were half cash, the balance in 
one aud two years. The lot is a large and 
excellently suited one for the purpuse of 
an auditorium by reason of its hearhess 
to the center of the city. It fronts hdigew ood 
avelue sevelly-ole feet and rubs back two 
hundred aud ten feet to a teh-Loot aliey. 
‘he dimensions are amply large for the 
building. sae 

The building of the auditorium seems how 
assured. ‘MMe matter ims only to be agi- 
tated a little to secure its successful carry- 
ing through. Several architects lave beeu 
preparing plans tor the proposed structure, 
and these will be presenpted to the compaly 
when it is ready to consider thent.. The 
plan that is adjudged best will be adopted 
by the company. 

Among the architects who are preparing 
plans is the firm of Bruce & Morgan. 
Other architects in the city will enter the 
competition, and it is safe to gay that the 
plan selected will be the one which com- 
prehends the idea of a public auditorium 
in the most intelligent manner. 

The building of a public auditorium of 
the kind suggested is a matter that has 
long occupied the minds of the people of the 
city and of the press. .The need is very 
evident. As a place of public meeting it 
would be invaluable to the city. Atlanta 
is famed far aud wide as the city of con- 
ventions, and the auditorium would serve 
an excellent purpose for rhe convention hall 
of these numerous publie gatherings thas 
come here yearly from all parts of the cout 
try. 

It ig very appropriate that the Gate City 
Guard, the crack military company of the 
state, should build the auditorium. This 
company is the only one in the city owning 
its own armory, and it has 
as members a number of very wealthy and 
influential men. 

The enterprise has been in statu quo for 
several weeks, but it is to be revived and 
put in shape this fall.

“Brains,” Colonel Scales remarked sage- 
ly as he deposited his sixteen-inch brim 
steel gray hat upon the desk in Jim Farns- 
worth’s oflice yesterday afternoon, “brains 
is what we need. We have had too much 
empty headed management. Brains, brains, 
brains! If we had brains at the he ad we ‘d 
have no trouble in getting slong.’ 

Scales has held nightly meetings smee he 
came to town. He came here to whcop 
things in his position of zeneral revival 
agent. He has been steadily ut wok in 
Alabama for two years relating wonderful 
stories about the splendor and greatness 
of Africa. He has secured a large number 
of negroes from Decatur and Birmingham, 
Ala., who have completed their arrange- 
ments for the trip to the home of their an- 
cestors. 

“T am here,” said Scales pompously, “to 
get rates for our people. I haven't decided 
whether we will sail from southern 6ea- 
ports or from New York. it depends en 
rates. If we can get good rates, well send 
the Georgia negroes from Savannaa, the 
Alabama negroes from Mobile and the 
South Carolina contingent from Charles- 
ton. It is very likely that we will go to 
New York. I am corresponding with the 
steamship agents and will he ready within 
thirty days ut the farthest. 

Mr. Farnsworth informed Scales that he 
eould not make him a rate, but referred 
him to Commissioner Slaughter. Scales will 
present a written request for reduced rates 
to the commissioner today, and he says he 
will have things in definite shape by the 
end of the next fortnight. 

Scales held a meeting at Schell’s hall 
Monday night. He says over S00 people 
were present. The meeting was on the 
same line as all the others held by the Af- 
rican-bound contingent of Atlaute’s 
groes. He says the enthusiasm that prevail- 
ed was great. The people showed that they 
had lost nove ef ineir interest in the 
sc heme.

He doesn’t seem to have any special admi- 
ration for Gaston, the original Atlanta 
agent of the African movement. He seems 
to think that Gaston hasn't brains enough. 
Brains is what he admires, and when an 
agent shows himself deficient in bis upper 
story, he loses the smiles and favor of 
Scales of Birmingham. 

Gaston has been in Atlanta almost con- 
tinuously since two years ago and has 
been preaching his doctrine religiously and 
taking up contributions.
